James R. Fitzgibbon was mode a 


member of the Legislative Committee, 
appointed by the Ohio Association of 
Prosecuting Attorne>s at the meeting 
In Columbus Thursday. To this com- 
mittee was entrusted the presentation 
:o the Legislature certain changes in 
the criminal laws recommended by the 
association in line with those mention- 
ed in Thursday evening's 
Advocate. 


Another change was recommmended 
which was not forecasted Thursday.. 


The prosecutors believe that 
the 


present burglary laws are much toe- 
severe. L'nder the present law the 
minimum for burglary is five year." and 
the maximum life imprisonment. They 
will draw up a bill reducing the mini- 
mum penality and repealing the life 
penalty provision. They say that life 
penalty is very often the extreme giv- 
en for murder, and that there is often 
an inducement for persons convicted 
of housebreakiag to murder their pur- 
suers and take the chance of escaping 
when they are aware that in either 
case life will frequently be the maxi- 
mum.

of thp accounts of experiments made 
by the imperial health offices in trans- 
ferring tuberculosis in animals to man 
and vice versa, is published. The ex- 
periments were confined to injections 
under the skin. The results are not 
ready for report. 


The following summarizes the pres- 


ent publication of the "result of nine 
cultures from cattle and persons: 


Eight produced general tuberculosis 


when transferred to other cattle, while 
from 41 preparations from human sur- 
fects only four caused tuberculosis in 
cattle.
